A Looking Glass Does Not Reflect the 
Inward Parts. 

The Rev. Robert Craig, formerly 
pastor of the M. E. Church of this 
city, gladly accepted the invitation of 
South City Aerie, No. 1473, to aid in 
the memorial exercises held in' Metro¬ 
politan Hall—the first ever held in 
this city. 

The following year, 1909, the Rev. 
E. D. Kiser did similar service and 
gave a splendid address on the bene¬ 
fits derived by association with fra¬ 
ternal orders. 

During March, 1911, the Rev. David 
Ralston, a man of the people, also 
gave voice to his sentiments relative 
to fraternal work at the memorial 
service, and said to the writer, “Would 
to God we could have a service like 
this every Sabbath.” 

On April 6, 1913, a similar service 
was held, and the Rev. M. J. Williams 
took part with us in the service. All 
the reverend gentlemen named were 
predecessors of the present holder of 
the office known as pastor of the M. 
E. Church of this city. We have to 
acknowledge the Rev. Mr. Bertels has 
the right to his opinions regarding 
fraternal orders and their work, and 
in justice to him and ourselves ask 
that the excerpts from a sermon by 
Robert Lucius Wheeler, D. D., who 
for twenty-six consecutive years has 
been pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church at South Omaha, be admitted 
to your columns, if space can be 
found for them. 

The following was published in the 
Eagle Magazine in November, 1913: 

Robert Lucius Wheeler, D. D., be¬ 
longs to a family of clergymen and 
scholars. His father, the Rev. Na¬ 
thaniel M. Wheeler, was of Welsh and 
English ancestry; his mother was a 
descendant of the Irish McDowells. 
Both were natives of Central New 
York. During their early married life 
they spent a few years as pioneers in 
Wisconsin, and there, in 1851, Lucius 
was born. Seven years later the 
family returned to New York, where 
the boy grew to manhood. In 1870 
he married Miss Nancy Blew, and the 
year following the young couple emi¬ 
grated to Nebraska. 

From 1876 to 1888 Dr. Wheeler was 
pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church at Ponca. Then he accepted 
the charge of the First Presbyterian 
Church at South Omaha, and for 
twenty-six consecutive years has been 
its pastor. His ability, his eloquence 
and his effectiveness as a pulpit 
orator, together with his faithfulness 
in his pastoral duties, have been in¬ 
strumental in building up a large con¬ 
gregation. 

Though orthodox in his Calvinistic 
faith, Mr. Wheeler is independent in 
thought and democratic in habit. His 
successful ministry is largely due to 
his sympathy with the "plain people.” 
He is known among his townfolk as a 
“helper of men”—a title lie prefers 
above any other. 

Dr. Wheeler is a member of Soutli 
Omaha Aerie, No. 154. That he has 
taken his obligation seriously and 
has accepted his fraternal bond as a 
privilege and an opportunity, are 
manifest from reading ills sermon. 

WHY I BECAME AH EAGLE. 
(Excerpts from a sermon by Robert 
Lucius Wheeler, D. D.) 

As my subject is to lie "Fraternities. 

I desire especially to say something i 
response to the question frequent), 
asked me: “Why did you join tin 
Eagles?” 1 

1 will begin my reply l>y using the 1 
illustration that we find recorded in 
tlie eleventh chapter of Acts, where 
Peter was sent out to preach the gospel 
of the Son of God. lie had in mind that 
he was to preach only to a certain 
class; and he was so hindered by his 
thinking about classes anil such dis¬ 
tinctions that it became necessary for 
God to teach him an important lesson. 
So, in a vision, he saw let down from 
heaven something likened unto a great 
sheet wfth different kinds of beasts— 
clean and unclean—upon it; and he 
heard the voice of the Lord command¬ 
ing: "Arise, Peter; slay and eat.” And 
Peter said, "Not so, Lord, for nothing 
common or unclean hath at any time 
entered my mouth.” Then the Lord told 
Peter, “What God hath cleansed that 
call not thou common." 

The apostle’s summary of the lesson, 
sis found in the seventeenth verse of the 
eleventh chapter of Acts, is my text; 
"Forasmuch, then, as God gave them 
the like gift as He did unto us who be¬ 
lieved on the Lord .'Jesus Christ, what 
was I, that I could withstand God?” 

The spirit of brotherhood—the spirit 
of fraternity—has found no more con¬ 
genial dwelling-place than in the United 
States. We do not nave to trace our 
genealogical tables more than two or 
three generations before we find that 
our forefathers lived under other skies 
and other flags. In coming from the 
different countries of the old world to 
this new world, these pilgrims from 
over the sea were for a little while lone¬ 
some, owing to the strangeness of a 
foreign land, and the unfamiliar condi- 

’ \ 


tions and surroundings. Naturally there 
grew up a sort of sympathetic bond 
between these common pilgrims seek¬ 
ing a living under these new condi¬ 
tions; and thus was created a very con¬ 
genial atmosphere for the development 
and perpetuation of tne spirit of fra¬ 
ternity. 

I do not believe there is another coun¬ 
try in the world where this spirit of 
brotherhood is manifest to such a de¬ 
gree as in our own sweet land of Co¬ 
lumbia, the “Gem of the Ocean,” the 
land of the brave, and the home of the 
free. This is so because of the larger 
liberty that we possess, and because of 
the opportunity afforded for the de¬ 
velopment of individuality in the per¬ 
son, and of higher ideality in the com¬ 
munity. So we have reached out after 
new things, and men of like thinking 
and common purpose have come to¬ 
gether to put into action certain ideas. 
For this reason we have formed our¬ 
selves into brotherhoods and fraterni¬ 
ties for mutual protection, help and 
assistance. 

As in churches different views con¬ 
cerning creeds and rituals have led to 
the growth of separate sects and de¬ 
nominations, so different tastes and 
ideas have given rise to various fra¬ 
ternal organizations. One of the 
youngest of these brotherhoods is the 
Fraternal Order of Eagles, in which men 
of congenial tastes have gathered to¬ 
gether. These men had their families, 
their wives, their children and their in¬ 
terests to protect, and they found in 
this order safe ground where they 
might have a sure footing. They would 
be cared for in sickness, and in case 
of death, relief would be given to their 
families, and all these benefits would be 
secured by a small payment of about 
75 cents a month. This organization is 
wonderful both in its development and 
helpfulness. Associated with it there 
are certain prominent teachings, The 
fraternity has taken for its emblem the 
flag of our country, and as the basis 
of its laws the Holy Bible. The oaths 
and the covenants are uplifting, and no 
man can hold to them and not be a 
better man. No one can even read the 
ritual of the Order of Eagles and not 
be the better for having read it. 

Let us consider its first principles. 
The four great words of the organiza¬ 
tion are: Liberty, Truth, Justice and 
Equality. Are they not talismanic 
words? Do they not embody wonderful 
principles? Thus this fraternity stands 
on four great cornerstones, represented 
by these four cardinal viutues. . This 
indicates the character of the order— 
an organization founded on principles 
that stand four-square to all the winds 
that blow. 

So I say to you that I consider it the 
highest compliment ever paid me in 
my life for 60 members or this order 
to say they want me to come and 
preach the gospel to them and to mingle 
with them. To such a call I could give 
but one answer—that I would go. And 
1 will stand by them in their sickness 
and their sorrow, in their troubles and 
distress; I will kneel with them and 
pray with them; 1 will weep with them 
when they “bury their dead out of their 
sight.” All that they have in common 
with men I have in common with them 
—bone of their bone, and flesh of their 
flesh, saved by the same Christ. If I 
can stand and preach the gospel of 
Jesus Christ to these men in the 
Brotherhood of Eagles—my brothers; if 
they love me well enough and respect 
me well enough to cal me, I am the last 
man to say no to them. 

I hope some time to be able to do 
some good, and possibly to be of some 
assistance to the large-hearted, gener¬ 
ous men that belong to this organiza¬ 
tion. It may be that God has called me 
to this work: it may be that it is the 
greatest privilege God ever gave to me 
in this city, to become affiliated with a 
class of men that have taken for their 
motto such splendid ideals—though 
many of you, without proper investiga¬ 
tion, may have looked upon them with 
suspicion. I shall do my duty because 
of my love of justice and truth. I have 
been preaching to many of you for 
fifteen years and some of you are as far 
from the cross of Christ to-night as 
you were when I began. It may be 
that God is going to lead me to the 
side of some poor brother, some soul 
that wants help, some one that needs 
the warm touch of love and sympathy; 
and because I am his brother by pledge 
and covenant, God helping me, I will 
put his hand in mine and lead him up 
towards God, and towards Ciirist, until 
lie is a new creature in Christ, l would 
rather be like Christ who emptied Him¬ 
self of His glory and made Himself of 
no reputation that He might save men. 
than stand on the highest pedestal of 
human honor. 

And this is the reason I am talking to 
you in this manner. I am asking what 
is the purpose of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ; I am asking what is the duty 
of the church; I am asking how it has 
come about that we are getting class 
distinctions in this country of ours? 
Why is it that dollars play such a 
mighty part in our lives? Why is it 
that we judge a woman more by the 
texture of her dress than by her man¬ 
ners, her education, her training anil 
her character? Why is it that tlie world 
does these things? Why is it ttiat the 
church, too long, has stood dumbly by 
and let the world do them? Why don’t 
the churches and why don’t Christian 
men. everywhere, judge people by what 
they .are, and lend a helping hand to 
all, whether rich or poor, high or low? 
Why don’t they stand by the working 
classes and aid them in carrying their 
burdens? Why don't they stand by the 
toilers to uplift them? That is what 
Christ did—Christ who stood in the 
highways and byways and called to men 
everywhere: “Come unto me all ye 

that labor and are heavy laden, and I 
will give you rest.” 

I am not quarreling with the church. 
I have no sympathy with the man that 
toes quarrel with, or throw stones at, 
he stalwart church of the Lord God 
mighty. But l do say ttiis—that tlie 
troll lias lost sight of some of the 
emlid early principles that once made 
an active agency and a power in the 
\?orld; that enabled her, because of her 
faith in common humanity, through a 
common Saviour, to hurl that little 
band of Christians against the Roman 
empire till its standards went down in 
the dust. 

I believe the only way you can get 
men to have a taste for heaven by and 
by, is to give them a little taste here. 
1 believe the only way to win men is 
by love. I hold the respect of the citi¬ 
zens of this city—l have the respect of 
all classes—because there is no man 
who has fallen so low by forgetting 
himself or forgetting his mother’s 
prayers, or by acquiring bad habits, to 
whose bedside 1 have refused to go. 
You know this. I have buried twenty- 
six of your suicides, and for every one 
of them my heart was as heavy as a 
stone because of the awful sorrow that 
those men and women must have had 
before they voluntarily went down into 
tlie valley of tlie shadow of death; and, 
God helping me, I will not add one 
breath of sorrow or one heartache to 
any poor wounded soul that, like a 
broken-winged bird iti the night, sinks 
down in sorrow and dqapair. I could 
not do it, for the heart that is within 
me; neither would I for the sake of the 
friends that gather around. What we 
need is to cultivate the larger charity, 
the larger hope, and the larger blessing. 

Six hundred men of this city asked 
me to join with them; I accepted their 
kind invitation and I enjoyed tlie initia¬ 
tion; I am pleased with their covenant 


and vows, and I wish that every man 
within the hearing of my voice would 
take those vows and keep them; you 
would have to-day more pure homes, 
more happy families, and a better city. 
Eagles know what I mean, if you don’t. 

To go back to the first proposition: 
The great fact and the great truth is 
this: that as Christian people, and as 
people of the city; as moral people, as 
moral men and women, we must oblit¬ 
erate these little lines of distinction 
that we have spun, and that are only 
like gossamer threads. We must remem¬ 
ber to help all men. God is the judge 
of all men. There may be with us many 
a man who is not affiliated with the 
churches. There is many a man who 
might be uplifted and strengthened by 
a little love and tenderness and fellow¬ 
ship from those of you who are in the 
churches—by you morally disposed men 
and women. Through such kindly help¬ 
fulness you may “save a soul from 
death and cover a multitude of sins”— 
and that is what you are here for. 

I suppose there are some men among 
the Eagles who are not true to their 
highest interests. That is doubtless the 
case in all societies. Shall we leave 
them alone because they are so? Shall 
we not go to them, and give them good 
counsel and advice? Do we not believe 
that down in their hearts lie those vir¬ 
tues which grace wil restore and bring 
to the surface? Love will touch us; 
love will bless every man in this father¬ 
ing, and the loving spirit of our God 
and our Christ wil transform all this 
world and make it a beautiful thing, 
fair as the garden of the Lord. If I 
cannot be anything else, I would like to 
be the friend described by Foss in his 
little poem: 

“Let me live in my house by the side 
of the road, 

Where the race of men go by— 

They are good, they are bad, they are 
weak, they are strong, 

Wise, foolish—and so am I. 

Then why should I sit in the scorner’s 
seat 

Or hurl the cynic’s ban? 

Let me live in my house by the side of 
the road 

And be a friend to man.” 

That is my gospel, that is my re¬ 
ligion, and that is what I am preaching 
to you now—the hope that is in the 
word of God, the love that was in the 
words of Christ when he out that 
words of Christ when he gave out that 
splendid charge to the church—to go 
out into all the world and preach the 
gospel to every creature. 

We are all brothers. Only one Christ 
died, and He died for all men. There is 
only one Calvary, and that Calvary is 
where Jesus Christ tasted death for 
every man, that whosoever believeth on 
Him should not perish, but have ever¬ 
lasting life. Anil so I glory and I re¬ 
joice in the fact that 600 members of 
this fraternity have thrown open their 
homes to me; that 600 people call me 
brother. They are my brothers and I 
am their brother. I have free access to 
their homes, and I gladly say to each— 
you have full and free access to my 
home and all that I have and all that I 
am. Call me brother by day and by 
night; call me in the hour of your sick¬ 
ness and your trouble. I will not meas¬ 
ure your worthiness and ask you* why 
you did this or that. There may be 
grave reasons why those troubles came 
upon you, but as a man with a manly 
spirit and faith in you, I will go down 
into the waters of your despair and 
sorrow, and I will stay with you until 
we both come up or we both go down— 
that is what I call Christian love. 

I want to stand strong and helpful 
and sympathetic and kind, forgetting 
the wrongs and building up the right. 
1 wish it migtit be said of me, as Edwin 
Markham said of one—that he had 
The pity of the snow that hides all 
scars; 

The loving kindness of the # wayside 
well; 

The tolerance and equity of the light— 
That gives as freely to the shrinking 
weed 

As to the great oak flaring to the wind.

DRIED FIG DAINTIES. 

T HE fig is a very nutritious food, 
us well as being a toothsome one. 
having a high percentage of sug¬ 
ar. Dried figs with barley bread, it 
is claimed, form the principal part of 
the daily food of many of the inhabit¬ 
ants of Greece and other countries. 

Figs In Roman Style. 

Wash the dried figs thoroughly and 
cover them with grape juice, let them 
stand and soak overnight. In the 
morning remove the figs and boll down 
the Juice until it is thick and sirupy; 
then pour it over the figs and serve 
either warm or cold. 

Fig Sandwiches. 

Cut thin slices of whole wheat bread 
and butter well. Chop figs, or a mix¬ 
ture of figs and dates, fine and mosten 
slightly with a little fruit juice of al 
most any kind, and spread on the 
bread, pressing two slices together. 
Cut in small fancy shapes if desired. 
Fig Wafers. 

To one cupful of sour cream add half 
a teaspoonful each of salt and soda 
and three cupfuls of graham or whole 
wheat flour. Knead well and roll out 
thin, divide into two parts and on one 
spread a layer of finely chopped figs 
(run through the food chopper), cover 
with the other half of the dough and 
press together with the rolling pin. 
Cut into small squares and bake quick¬ 
ly. Dates or ground nuts may be mix¬ 
ed with the figs if liked. 

Fig Puffs. 

Sift together one and a half cupfuls 
of Hour, half a teaspoonful of salt and 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder, 
rub in two tablespoonfuls of butter, 
stir in one cupful of finely chopped 
tigs and mix all to a stiff batter with 
a well beaten egg and one and a quar¬ 
ter cupful of sweet milk. Bake In 
small buttered cups or gem pans In a 
moderately hot oven. Serve hot with a 
sauce.

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TROUBLE IN STORE FOR COUNTY William Elliott in m You Want 

CLERKS WHO DISOBEY LAW “Woman and Wine" GOOD MEAT 


There is trouble in store for the 
county clerks who do not follow the 
requirements of the referendum pro¬ 
visions of -the constitution by making 
true and correct verification and re¬ 
ports of referendum petitions sub¬ 
mitted. They may be punished on 
misdemeanor charges, according to an 
opinion handed down by Attorney- 
General U. S. Webb to Governor 
Hiram W. Johnson. 

This question contains other im¬ 
portant points and is significant, com¬ 
ing on the heels of the announcement 
that the proponents of the non¬ 
partisan bills will examine minutely 
for frauds, forgeries and bogus names 
every petition filed in the several 
counties of the state. 

May Enjoin Secretary. 

The attorney-general also holds if 
the referendum petitions should re¬ 
call the office of the secretary of 
state, and it is discovered on the last 
day they contain sufficient frauds, 
forgeries and bogus signatures to cut 
down the total sufficient to go under 
the required number to invoke the 
referendum, the secretary of state 
may be enjoined from certifying to 
the petitions, and the law would go 
into effect immediately. 

Under the opinion it is held these 
referendum petitions must be in the 
office of the secretary of state within 
the ninety-day period, and if they are 
not filed before midnight of August 
7th next, the non-partisan bills will 
become effective. 

It is held that all the acts relative 
to tlie invoking of the referendum 
must be taken within the ninety days 
allowed following the close of the 
legislature. 

Governor's Questions. 

The governor asked the attorney- 
general these questions: Within what 
time must a referendum petition be 
filed with the county clerks or the 
registrar of voters? Is the twenty- 
day period for the verification of 
names on such petitions to be within 
the ninety-day period after the close 
of the legislature, and if so, what 
remedy is there against a county 
clerk or a registrar who fails to do 
his duty What does the language 
“within forty days” mean? 

The county clerk may demand that 


after the ninety days, if it can be j 
I proven there are insufficient number I 
of genuine signatures an' injunction ; 
will stop the election, and the law 
goes into immediate effect. 

Important Killing. 

Supplemental petitions must be 
filed after the original petitions have 
been certified to. They may be filed 
within any forty days of the ninety- j 
i day period. 

But no supplemental petition can 
be filed with a county clerk or regis¬ 
trar, until after the original petition 
lias been certified to and is out of the 
way. 

This last ruling is considered one 
of the most important in the opinion, 
because it is the one most frequently 
violated. 

It means if a county clerk takes 
a supplemental petition before the 
original is sent to the secretary of 
state it is violating the law, and the 
petition will be thrown out. 

The attorney-general’s opinion set¬ 
tles every angles of the referendum 
controversy. It decides definitely that 
there is no possibility of an extension 
beyond the ninety-days provided. 

The total signatures on file in the 
office of the secretary of state has 
reached 6383. To qualify the refer¬ 
endum a total of 45,335 names must 
I be secured.
